Many with ‘Heavy Cold’ 
May Have Pneumonitis 


By JOSEPH G. MOLNER, MD 

"Dear Dr. Molner: Please ex¬ 
plain pneumonitis.—A. P. S." 

Pneumonitis is s term you 
hear much more frequently 
now, and will continue to. I'm 
sure 

It is not necessarily pneu¬ 
monia, although It may be. 
Pneumonitis is a general term 
for Inflamation of the lung, i 
Hence pneumonia is a form of ; 
pneumonitis, but not its only 
• form. 

A few years ago, before anti¬ 
biotics. when pneumonia was 
"captain of the men of death," 
It was usually caused by the 
pneumococcus germ. 

Since this is a germ, and a 
virulent one that spreads 
rapidly, it usually involved a 
whole lobe or more of the 
lung. This was "lobar pneu¬ 
monia.” If it involved both 
hings. It was "double pneu¬ 
monia." 

Before the antibiotics, pneu¬ 
monia ran a typical course, and 
about all you could do for the 
patient was burse him care¬ 
fully and try to maintain what 
strength he had. There wasn’t 
much that could be done to 
halt the germ’s progress, 
Either the patient had enough

inherent strength to overcome 
the germ, or he didn’t have it 
and died. 

These days lobar pneumonia 
is not often seen. True, the 
pneumococcus is still around, 
and perhaps always will be. 
But when true pneumonia de¬ 
velops, antlbotics quickly st¬ 
uck the germ’s Inroads. That 
is why so many thousands of 
people live today who other 
wise would have died. 

It is more common now to 
encounter infections of the 
lung caused by viruses, whhch 
do not respond to antibiotics 
the way bacterial Infections 
dc 

However, such infections 
are of a spotty nature, often 
confined to one lobe, and they 
do not as a rule approach the 
massive involvement that the 
classic pneumonia did. 


Indeed, patchy and com¬ 
paratively minor pneumonitis 
occurs quite frequently, as we 
are now learning. This is 
especially true with the com¬ 
mon cold—• hard cold, that Is. 

A cheat X ray might show 
that many a person walking 
around, feeling weak and 
miserable, with a heavy cold, 
would be found to have 
pneumonitis 

When pneumonitis js pro¬ 
longed. then It behooves the 
doctor and patient to look for 
some deep-seated cause. And 
do not forget this: True pneu¬ 
monia remains deadly. Treated 
early, it can be conquered 
Pine times in 10. Untreated, it 
is just as bad as ever, 
a a * 

"Dear Dr. Molner: Our 
young grandson has b 
wearing canvas shoes, and the 
skin of his feet is peeling off. 
Do you think it could bo 
caused by the shoes, or some¬ 
thing else? —Mrs. A.B." 

The shoes could be too 
loose. Possibly he gets sand 
in his shoes. It’s also possible 
that he is sensitive to rubber 
in the shoes, especially if he 
doesn’t wear socks.

TT IS difficult to understand the 

reason for Mr. Lester Pearson’s 
last-minute move to block the govern¬ 
ment’s legislation prohibiting a na¬ 
tion-wide railway strike, particularly 
a%auch a large segment of the Lib¬ 
eral press has been so loud in its 
praise for Mr. Diefenbaker's action. 

There is, of course, little doubt 
that the legislation will pass in face 
of all opposition combined, due to the 
overwhelming majority of the Con¬ 
servative Party. In view of this it 
may well be that Mr. Pearson sees 
the situation as a glorious opportun¬ 
ity to gairt some labor support for 
his party without having to pay off 
in deeds. 

Such a move is not worthy of the 
Liberal leader, for it is no time to 
play politics when the country is fac¬ 
ing a national emergency. 

The fact to which Mr. Pearson 
now suddenly objects is that the leg¬ 
islation will impose a compulsory 
wage freeze upon the railway em¬ 
ployees. This is true, but the gov¬ 
ernment has never hidden the fact. 
If the bill is enacted all wages will 
. remain as they are now until May 
* 15. But, it is also important to note 
that the prime minister has firmly 
stated that such action will in no way 
affect the employees’ bargaining 
posit ion. 

The legislation will accomplish 
many things: mainly, it will keep the 
railways running at a time of the 
year when the country is njost depen¬ 
dent on rail transport for its liveli¬ 
hood; it wifl keep upward of 400,000 


Canadians in employment—Cana¬ 
dians who do not necessarily work 
for the railways but whose jobs de¬ 
pend on their operation; and, finally, 
it will leave the door wide open for 
negotiations to continue between the 
railways and the employees. 

If Mr. Pearson’s surprising fcction 
had real teeth in it, it might have 
resulted in the whole country grind¬ 
ing to a stop, throwing hundreds of 
thousands out of work and crippling 
our economy. 

What other alternative did the 
government then have? Only to call 
upon the taxpayers to pay the non¬ 
operating railway workers their wage 
increase This, according to the CCF 
and the New Party, is what should 
have happened. However, no matter 
how legitimate the unions’ demands 
are—and it must be said here that 
they have a good case—it would be 
a dangerous precedent to set. 

Such action would immediately 
establish the proposition that the 
government can solve every future 
industrial wage dispute by simply 
subsidizing the business concerned so 
that it can grant its employees pay 
increases in order to sfbp a strike. 

Taxpayers are' shouldering a 
heavy enough burden now without 
being called upon to take on even 
more. 

Mr. Diefenbaker’s action was 
courageous. It may cost him votes, 
but he has acted in the interests of 
all Canadians and has averted a na¬ 
tional calamity. 



Condemned Before Trial 


I 


N the case of Adolf Eichmann the 
world is being treated to the most 
extraordinary exhibition of trial out¬ 
side the court that has yet been wit¬ 
nessed. If ever an accused person 
was publicly condemned in advance 
of trial, Eichmann is that man. 

Purporting to be the memoirs of 
Eichmann himself, articles sftiieh 
have appeared in the United States 
magazine Life have unquestionably 
created in the minds of readers the 
conclusion of guilt. 

Yet Eichmann, whatever he may 
have been and whether or not the 
“confessions" were In fact his, has 
been convicted of nothing. It is note¬ 
worthy that the purported memoirs 
are stated to have been compiled 
from interviews with Eichmann be¬ 
fore Israeli agents In violation of in¬ 
ternational law abducted him from 
Argentina. . _ 

If Ekhmanff did indeed make the 
statements attributed to him it was 
while he was at liberty in South 
America. It is conceivable that the 
alleged confessions if they were made 
were uttered in a spirit of bravado. 

Everything charged against Eich¬ 
mann bv Israel has yet to be proved, 
including the vital point of identity. 


Though the magnitude of the crimes 
of which he is accused is exceptional, 
he stands or should stand in precisely 
the same position as any person 
brought before the bar of justice— 
innocent unless proved guilty. 

The magazine Life is circulated 
widely throughout the world, and be¬ 
cause of what it has printed, Pch- 
mann’s trial if he should choose to 
defend himself may be hopelessly 
prejudiced. 

It is not the function of any news¬ 
paper to defend Eichmann, but 
neither is it in keeping with concepts 
of justice for a magazine to proclaim 
his guilt before he has even been ar¬ 
raigned for triaL 

In most parts of the Western 
world there are strict rules against 
the publication of incriminating state¬ 
ments which may prejudice fair trial. 
In Canada it is even unlawful to print 
confessions entered as evidence in a 
preliminary hearing in open court. 

Life, in printing these alleged 
memoirs (which Eichmann may yet 
repudiate) may be immune from 
legal citation through being beyond 
the jurisdiction of the court But the 
principle is unaltered. 


A Graceful Farewell 


"D ETIRING Labor Minister Lyle 
Wicks left the city this week 
with a graceful word on his lips. It 
does him credit. It is the measure 
of a man who suffers bolitical defeat 
and loss of his cabine\post that he 
can accept these setbacks with equa¬ 
nimity. 

Mr. Wicks expressed his thanks to 
all those departmental colleagues, in¬ 
dustrial and labor officials, with 
whom he was associated during his 
eight years as provincial labor min¬ 
ister. This courteous gesture will be 
reciprocated with good wishes for his 
future welfare and remembrance of 
the zeal he brought to bear while re¬ 
sponsible for one of the most diffi¬ 
cult portfolios of all. 

One other parting comment by 
Mr. Wicks is perhaps worth noting, 
or at least the press cannot in good 
conscience let it go unnoticed.

W store for us 1 don’t know, al¬ 
though there was a suggestion some 
time back that • few rather personal 
questions might be asked. A census 
is primarily a count of heads but 
statisticians love to collect all sorts 
of stray data by the way. and racial 
origin and related details always loom 
to fore in these inquisitions. 

Well do I remember ai 
friend of former years who was 
always irked because census-takers 
refused to accept hie nationality as 
Canadian. He wee of Dutch extrac¬ 
tion-allowing that one traced his an¬ 
cestry for about 300 years—but he 
stubbornly refused to call himself 
other than Canadian and authority 
was equally stubborn in denying him 
such a status. 

Finally he declared himself as 
Chinese and that, apparently, ended 
the dispute. 

Canadian nationality has become 
more viable since then but 1 notion 
that down east they are arguing the 
merits of nation and race. There Is 

no Canadian rase, the pundits say. 

* * % 

Maybe not, in the sense that the 
amalgam is not yet complete, 
although Inevitably If we escape the 
nudeer bomb there will evolve a 
Ca n adian race. The country won’t go 
on forever describing ItseJ statistic¬ 
ally as a mixture of racial origins. 

It is being suggested in addition 
that there is no British race, for in¬ 
stance. and that in fact there are 
only three basic races — Caucasian, 
Negroid and Mongol. This is too easy 
an anthropological outlook and it’s 
not defiinltive either. One would have 
to plumb the human pedigree to an 
even more remote past, to the mo¬ 
ment of single origin. 

Whether you believe that we all 
derive from the Garden of Eden or 
had our much leas complimentary 
beginning in s blob of plasma that 
crept out of the sea and on to land, 
the commonalty of descent goes 
back to one entity. At least there is 
no hint that Adam had a brother or 
that two blobs of jelly came ashore 
together, perhaps sticking together 
for protection. 

Caucasian hardly flts^ the bill, 
therefore, even if moat Canadians 
are, anthropologically, of that ilk. 

In fact and in spite of such hair¬ 
splitting. races have evolved into dis¬ 
tinctive tribes recognized the world 
over. I should hate at any rate to 
tell Winston Churchill that he is not 
an Englishman or General de Gaulle 
that he is not a Frenchman, no mat¬ 
ter what anthropologists or statisti¬ 
cians might think. 

And race, as everyone knows 
very well, will out. 

* • * * 

The volatile Latin, the phelg- 
matte Norseman, the dour Scot, the 
ebullient Iriahman—these and other 
variations of the human species have 
separated themselves from the mass 
of olden times—or fused conflicting 
eleqpents — so that today they pro¬ 
claim their own characteristic racial 
traits and culture. 

The original human stock has 
branched out but come together 
again in widely differing patterns. 
Essentially that is the story of 
racial development. 

Canadians In tiiqg will follow suit. 
The pot is melting but when the con¬ 
tents are cast t£cy will solidify into a 
separate mould. Maurice Richard 
and Gordon Howe represent differing 
branches of the Caucasian tree- as 
do Canadians of other offshoots but 
they typify t#»e forerunner of a tree 
of new and luscious species.

P OLITICIANS can and generally 
do draw whatever conclusions 
suit them from by-election results.

Cutting Down on Frills

years, half the world was suf¬ 
fering from a dollar shortage. Now 
the United States has decided to take 
steps to protect the stability of its 
own currency, and this turnabout will 
come as a surprise to many. The 
American problem was described by 
Governor Coyne In his recent To¬ 
ronto speech as follows: 

“For the past year or two the 
United States has been concerned, 
and the outside world has been con¬ 
cerned. about a so-called deficit in the 
U.S. balance of payment* which has 
caused an outflow of gold from the 
United States to Europe. Actually the 
United States does not have a bai- 
ance-of-payments deficit in the usual 
sense, not In excess of imports as In 
the case of Canada, but there has 
been a capital outflow on the part 
of both foreigners and Americans, 
part of which takes the form of a 
withdrawal of gold. The gold out¬ 
flow has been at the rate of $2,300,- 
000.000 in 1958, $1,100,000,000 in 1959 
and over $1,000,000,000 so far.” 


President Elsenhower has sought 
to control this situation not by inter¬ 
fering with normal investment pro¬ 
cesses. not by diminishing its military 
and foreign aid programs, but by 
cutting down on what might be 
termed "frills.” Overseas spendings is 
to be reduced and some 300,000 de¬ 
pendents of Americans on duty 
abroad are to be returned to their

homos. Uncle Sam’s purse is not 
bottomless. 

It is a major proposition of the 
free world coalition that the defence 
of its values rests fundamentally 
upon American strength. There will 
be no complaint therefore about the 
emergency measures now taken 
though some of them will undoubt¬ 
edly diminish the degree of prosper¬ 
ity In the countries which have bene¬ 
fited by American spending. There 
Is, however, another lesson, which la 
that as the partners and allies of 
the United States gain in economic 
strength they must pick up more 
of the burden carried so unflinchingly 
and for so many years by Washing¬ 
ton. 

There have indeed been warnings 
to this effect for some time pssL 
They should be heeded, for if the 
remedial measures now proposed are 
not sufficient they will Inevitably be 
followed by others. From a political 
point of view this may be no bad 
thing. 

So long as the United States was 
paying so large a part of the total 
costs of free world defence. Washing¬ 
ton was entitled to call the tune. 
Some of Its allies raised objections 
to this. But the trend of the future 
will be to spread the burdens more 
evenly. 

American domination of the coali¬ 
tion thus becomes less. The. alliance 
should become more of a partner¬ 
ship in which more than one voice 
is to be heard In the big policy-mak¬ 
ing decisions.

Golf: Fresh Air, Fun, Exercise—and Cheating 


By OSCAR FRALEY 
WEST PALM BEACH. Fla. 
<UPD - The U.S. Golf As- 
sociation can cop a ph?a but 
take it from the fcuys who 
play golf for a living that 
when it comes to amateur 
golfers they are 99 and 99-100 
per cent impure. 

Joe Dey, executive secretary 
of the ruling amateur body, 
said some time back that only 
^abeut two per cent of the na¬ 
tion's golfers play strictly by 
Ithe rule book. The interpreta¬ 
tion In this corner was that, 
knowingly or not, this made 


98 per cent of them fairway 
cheats. 

“You were a little low be* 
cause it's almost 100 per cent-, * 
says one pro who plays with 
the ‘•cream*' of the amateurs 
from coast to coast in, the 
various P.G.A. tournament 
pro-amateur events. 

The pros know. They watch 
in utter amazement as the 
amateurs do more double deap 
in* than a crooked blackjack ' 
dealer. 

"Not only that. In most cases 
they know they are breaking 
the rules." said one who 
naturally must remain anony¬ 


mous. "I tojd one man recently 
that it was against the-rules 
to swap drivers after nine, 
holes. His answer was a *so 
what’ which told me to mind 
my own business.” __ —— 

The rule breakers — and 
don’t look shocked because 
you're probably one of them— 
most flagrantly: 

Fudge” or move up past 
the tee markers for their 
drives': change balls after driv¬ 
ing over a water hazard or on 
reaching the green; put up 
with the practice of giving or 
accepting “gimmies,” those 
short putts which even the 


doilai hungry pros miss so 
often; ask advice on what club 
another player has used; ex¬ 
ceed the 14-ckib limit and top 
it all off grossly by a shock¬ 
ing display of golf manners. 

“They stand in each other’s 
line and jitterbug and walk 
like elephants across the llnf 
over which another man has 
to putt.” said one explaining 
the most frequent abuse of 
good golfing manners. 

As for the scorned breaking 
of the “little rules,” one pro, 
asserted that the purpose ofv'' 
the game is to strike the ball 
off the tee and put if into the 


bottom of the cup That.means 
the same ball, unless it is 
ruled unplayable. 

“Go out on a golf course.” 
said another, "and yqu can 
see how the conscience of the 
nation la going downhill. 
Maybe they are only 'little 
things* hut in most cases the 
rules are being broken, know¬ 
ingly, in what is supposed to 
be a game for gentlemen and 
spot tsment If you are break¬ 
ing the rules. v>‘hy should your 
children- live up to them in 
other walks of l|fe? M " 

There is a famous band¬ 
leader who played in a pro-am 


tournament recently and hit 
his shot ud to within two 
inches of-the bole. He had a 
one shot handicap so it meant 
a hirdift for hjs foursome. He 
conceded himself the putt and 
picked up the ball. 

« ”We don’t get the birdie,” 
adamantly said P.G.A. cham¬ 
pion Jay Herbert. “You didn’t 
hole out so your scqre doesn’t 
count." 

"You want me to putt that 
out?" the bandleader screamed 
indignantly.

Legal “pitlamping” on a 
mammoth scale Is again being 
carried out by British Colum¬ 
bia’s herring fleet in Gulf 
Island and east coast waters.

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Roses Poor Mixers 


toss 


By M. V. ( HKSM T. FHHS 

In discussing garden plants, we 
tend to place them in classifications 
according to their habit of growth 
and their use in the garden. 
speak of annuais, herbaceous pererv 
nials. biennials. alpines,^>vet green 
shrubs, flowering shrubs- and roses. 
We think of roses not as a perennial 
or a shrub but as a plant in a class 
by itself. % .. 

I believe this is quite correct and 
proper insofar as the cultivated 
hybrid teas and HoYibundas are con¬ 
cerned, for the ordinary rose is not a 
good mixer and is definitely out of 
place either in the perennial border 
or in a border of flowering shrubs— 
the Queen of Flowers must have a 
special bed to herself. One point we 
tend to forget is that the original 
wild or species roses are, in fact, 
flowering shrubs and very good 
ones, too. 

* * * 

The shrub roses don’t need to 
take a back seat from any flowering 
shrub in the catalogues. With their 
diversity of size, form and texture, 
some with varied colored foliage 
and bright winter bark and all with 
colorful fruits or ?hips.” they make 
excellent subjects for the shrub 
border. They require much less care 
than their aristocratic relatives; 
pruning is necessary only to remove 


old or dead wood and most of the 
shrub roses are immune or resistant 
to bugs and disease infections. 

Think of the wild rose most 
f&miliar to you. whether it is the 
Briar rose or tfog rose of Britain. 
Rase hlanda of Ontario or the wild 
Prairie rose, provincial floral emblem 
of Alberta. Can you see your par¬ 
ticular wild rose lighting up your 
shrub border? Isn’t it as colorful as. 
say. your Spiraea, your Flowering 
Currant, your Barberry or £oten- 
easter? There are dozens of such 
roses, with flowers and foliage as 
varied as the Azaleas, and all as 
hardy as a Scotch nine. 

It it it 

The Burnet -or Scots rose is a 
grand subject in itself but some of its 
hybrids are even m#re interesting. 
Fruehling’s G^ld. for instance, makes 
a well formed shrub some, four feet 
tall which ^literally covers itself in. 
summer with lovely golden cup¬ 
shaped flowers, perfuming the air 
with the fragrance found only in the 
wild rose. 

The Altai rose, actually Rosa 
spinosisslma altaica. is a cousin of 
the true Scots rose, nut from Central 
Asia It grows to six feet in height, 
bearing a profusion of single creamy 
white flowers followed by large, 
showy black fruits which will hang 
oh all winter. 


A constant problem in the shrub 
border is to find subjects which will 
keep on blooming over a long period 
of time our lilacs, our rhododen¬ 
drons, our hydrangeas are all so 
fleeting in bloom. One of the most 
tireless performers is the Rugosa 
hybrid rose Flamingo, which keeps 
up a constant succession of bloom 
from early June until November. 
Flamingo is a man-made cross be¬ 
tween the rather prickly Rosa rug¬ 
osa and the hybrid tea rose Whit# 
Wing*, making a five foot shrub. 
The flower clusters are a bright 
flamingo pink, deepening in color in 
the fall. 

Father Hugo's rose, Rosa Hugonis, 
has long been a favorite of mine, 
even though the blooms are about 
finished by the end of June. A native 
of central China, it makes a six foot 
shrub with delicate single yellow 
flower.; produced in long, arching 
sprays, starting in early May. 

Alberta isn’t the only province to 
select the wild rose as its floral 
emblem. The provincial flower of 
Newfoundland is the Shining Rose, 
Rosa nltida, with smallish rose- red 
blooms, scarlet spines and probably 
the prettiest foliage of any member 
of the roae family. The leaves are 
small, very shiny, dark green in 
summei, turning to red or purple in 
the fall.

Some 
say it is not a good book at ell 
“Incense to Idols,’’ and I*m not even 
sure but that they are right. 

But what a writer she Is! Intensely 
feminine. Intensely female, intensely 
womanly, she reminds me in mood 
and in tone of Colette, different as 
they are. There have been women 
writers before-Jane Austen, to name 
the most conspicuous example- -but 
while they thought Uke women, they 
wrote in the manner of men. Writers 
like Colette and Miss Ashton-Waraer, 
on the other hand, have almost 
invented a feminine language, a 
female sentence structure, girl syn¬ 
tax. "I still cultivate my depravities 
idols to Indulge 
got.** What man 
write like that?

What Is the difference between 
men and women? Well men writers 
act. (Hemingway is a blatant 
example.) Women react “As a role, 
I was born to listening,’’ says Ger¬ 
maine the heroine, who speaks for 
the author. The author has certainly 
done a lot of listening. And also, 
smelling and tasting and looking and 
foaling and perhaps experiencing six 
or seven other senses I haven’t got 
This woman reacts to light and shade 
and poetry, to music and beauty and 
to people. Especially to people. 

“Incense to Idols’’ is the tale, all 
told In Interior monologue, of a cele- 
brated and amoral and passionate 
Parisienne concert pianist who 
arrives In New Zealand, her widow’s 
weeds still new but marvelously 
child.

Newcombe. who died this week 
at 76, knew more tharr any 
other living person about 
British Columbia flora and 
fauna, totem poles, Indians, 
woods, rockS and beaches.
